Ox Thursday, the first anniversary of the marriage of his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales with the Prinosss Alexandra of Den- 
mark,—their infant son wasadmitted by baptism into the Ch ristian 
Church. 

Vast numbers of persons assembled in the Park early in the 
morning, for the purpose of catching a glimpse of the Queen, who 
was expected to arrive shortly after eleven o'clock, and also of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, who were expected to leave Marl- 
borough House about the same time for Buckingham Palace. 

The King of the Belgians was the firat to arrive, and was greeted 
with loud cheers. Her arrived shortly b-fore twelve 
o’olock, and was loudly cheered. The crowd then moved towards 
Marlborough House, and when the Prince and Princess left in their 
carrisge they were greeted with the heartiest apola se 

Lord Palmerston, the Duke of Oambri Sir George Grey, Earl 
De Grey aud Ripon, and many of the f officers of State, ar- 
rived about twelve oclock, and assembled in tho lower diuing- 
room of the Palace. There were also present nearly all the foreign 
ministers, and the gentlemen connected with the Oourt. 

At half. past twelve they wore conducted to the seats within the 
chapel.

FEARFUL BOILER EXPLOSION, AND LOSS OF TEN 
LIVES. 


Тнк frontispiece of this week's issue of the Penny Illustrated 
Weekly News represents an accident of а frightful and fatal 
character which ocourred at the ironworks of Mr. Thomas John- 
san, sèn., Church-lane, Hall-end, West Bromwich, by which ten 
persons were killed, and others shockingly injured. 

Tt appears that Mr. Johnson's works, which are known as the 
„Old Works.“ are connected with what are called the “ New 
Works,” in the occapation of Johnson and Со. There are ten far- 
naces in the old work aud eleven in the ne», together with shop- 
ping for millmen, rollers, bundlers, stocktakers, boltersdown, and 
all the apparatus and реуі requisite for carrying on an ezten- 
sive trade. There were about forty men employed at the works of 
Mr. Thomas Johpeon in the day turn, and а similar number of men 
im the nicht turn. 

On Tuesday afternoon week, at about a quarter past three, efter 
the men hed returned from dinner and had recommenced their 
labour, when each ore was busy, end seemed going on as vsual, & 
loud hissing gound was heard, evidently proceeding from the 
direction of the engine and the machinery, and this was imme- 
diately followed by a deafening report. In a moment, engine and 
boiler, machinery, furnaces, and human beings were confounded 
in a heterogeneous mass. The boiler, & very large one of the kind, 
commonly termed “ egg-ended,” was situeted in about the middle 
of the premises, and the effeot of the explosion was to blow the two 
sides of the boiler apart nearly at right angles, one part being pro- 
ie в distance of — Spal seventy yarós into Church-lane, end 

other twenty yards їп another direction. 

The remaining portion of tbe boiler, and by far the largest, was 
burled almost perpend'cularly into the air, and descended not far 
from the plac» where it was originally fixed Tous upon tons of 
bricks and mortar were precipitated into the streets. T he shopping 
was blown from its foundation, and the roofs of the buildings in 
which the works were carried on were literally riddled by the 
feliing material Three only cut of the eleven furnaces were left 
standing after the explosion, and beneath that mess of mingled 
fron, brickwork, and cebris lay the unfortunate men and boys who, 
bat a few minutes before, were cheerfully labouring, without 
dreaming of the fate that was to overwhelm them.

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CARDINAL ANTONELLL 


Tun name of Cardinal Antonelli, whose 
portrait we here give, has again come 
prominently before the public in con- 
nexion with the Pontifical Government 
of Rome, of which he is Beoretary of 
Btate. 

Jacomo Antonelli was born in the little 
town of Bonnino, distant about twelve 
miles from Terracina, in the mo 
which were the haunt of bands of noto- 
rious brigands. The Antonelli femily 
seized the first opportunity of removing 
from this lawless district, and the father, 
being engaged on some m works. 
removed with bis family of five sons (of 
which Jecomo wes the third) to Terra- 
cine. This was favourite place of resi- 
dence of Pope Gregory XVI in his old 

e, and from frequent visite, was soon 
thrown їп tbe way of tbe Antonelli 
family, and ultimately found favour in 
the eyes of bis Holiness and those who 
surrounded hím. 

While the other sons were assisting 
their father in bis business, Jacomo, who 
was destined for the Church, was quietly 
pursuing his studies at the Collegio 
Romano, attracting attention by his bear- 
ing, regularity, intelligence, and above 

‚ by his self-control Arrived at the 
age at which the pontifical statutes per- 
mit of a ng to the prelacy, he was 
nominated president of one of the local 
criminal courts, and we may judge of his 
zealousness in the discharge of his duties 
by the rapidity with which he was pro- 
moted from one office to another. 

The Government of Home, at that 
time, consisted of two Beoretaries of 
Btate ; one conducted the foreign policy, 
the other was Home Minister. The 
Becretary-General of the latter depart- 
ment was replaced by Antonelli, now be- 
come delegato of Macerata, who had been 
chosen on account of the energy he had 
on more then one occasion displayed.

The view which her Majesty's Government 
took of the matter wa: simply this—that the whole of the military 
operations beyond the Eider were an outrage upon the independence 
ol Denmark—an act of violence not jastificed by the existing state 
of things. The debate on the order for golog iato committee on

This being the case, it 
becomes satisfactory to hear that our supplies of this approved 
ordnance are abundant. Besides the guns actually in use, we bave 
“ & largo number in store,” and “ a considerable number in depot at 
Woolwich, ready to be sent out at any moment, if required.” Nor 
is this the whole of the story as regards the land service; for, in 
addition to the 12-pounders forming our field batteries, we have 
20-pounders and 40-pounders also in large numbers, of which a 
very good report can be gfven. Of the 49-pounders especially, 
Lerd Hartington thought it was “ impossible to speak too highly.” 
We have good reason, therefore, to be satisfied with the state of 
things up to this point. Our field artillery is as well armed and 
provided as we could wish it to be, nor do we know of any foreign 
models superior to our own. Here, however, terminates our 
success. For naval purposes we have no guu of which we can 
speak as we have spoken of the Armstrong field piece, and it is simply 
in default of any satisfactory substitute thatthe old 68-pounder holds 
it place. The only fresh introductions baye been the 4)-pounder 
above-mentioned, and the 110-pounóer, also om the Armstrong 
райета; but the former of these, though formidable in position on 
the баб, is ineffective against the Armour of an iron-c!ad, and the 
lar B also powerless for this special purpose. Jt is a good and 
390181 gun for other kinds of service, but it will pot send its shot 
thiough the strong pidting of a modern frigate. Ocnsequently es 
regards naval ordusse we have made little er no progress in adapt- 
fing our armaments fo the tactics of the day. Tha only guns ac- 
tuslly carried by our ships are guns which could ceritinly not bo 
relied upon for piereiag the sides of a good iron-clad on the 
Есоторова model. Neverthelers,though Lord Hartington made this 
free confession, айй though be at onos admitted, in introducing the 
@abjeot, that he could mot sag as much as he should wish to say for 
the acta state of thiegs, he did mention two circumstances 
which render the reswit lese uneatisfactory then it would other- 
wise have been. In the frst place, he distinctly asserted, what 
we have repéstedly surmised, that such а gun es we were 
now in search of for sea service bad not been produced in any other 
eountry. To appreciate the importance of this statement, we must 
remember that Government has been diligently seeking informe- 
eepselally in Americ, respeoting the 
progres made im artillery, and that the department which Lord 
Hartlagiom represents must be presumed to be well acquainted 
with ай dat has bees done abroad or at home. Now, his words 
leave no doubt aboat the intelligence received. “Ii,” sald he, “ we 
have not gota gun capable of making effectual practice on iron- 
plated ships, we have no reason to believe, may, we feel perfectly 
derivis, froni gii the information we ова obtain, that no other 
nation has in ite service euch an arm.” This, therefore, decides 
the question of cur relative position. We are not behind tho 
world іа this matter. Other countries are just as much at fault as 
We are. The desired gun bas yet to be produced, and the next 
piece of consolation is that we are likely to produce it at least as 
soon ag our rivals.
